H AVE taken my Motto from one 
BW of the Daily Papers, and fo very 
, , extraordinary it is, that I read it 
* three or four Times over before I 
hq) could believe my Eyes ; fo much it 
/ differs from the Cuftom of primi- 
@ tive Times, and from the very Fun- 
damentals of Chriftianity. I think 
itis very hard, that this Moft Reverend Paftor of our pure, 
undefiled Church, fhould be fo very unreafonably burdened. 
A Bifhopric, in itfelf, has been formerly looked upon as a 
Charge which few Men were equal to ; infomuch, that the 
Nolo-Epifeopare became as frequent as fincere, not a ridicu- 
lous Matter of Form, as is faid to have been practifed in 
After-times, fo highly derogatory to the Chriftian Re- 
ligion. 

Were the Nol-Epi/copare in Fafhion in thefe righteous 
Times, I believe no Perfon could utter it with greater Sin- 
cerity than the good B**p named in my Motto; fince it 
has fo many burdenous Incumbrances annexed to it, which 
requires fuch an Application of Duty as renders it almoft 
impoflible for any honeft Man (himfelf excepted) to dif- 
charge. His Promoters, or rather Oppreffors, have had 
fo little Confideration for him, that they have continued 
the Burden which he had carried upon his pious Shoulders 
before, which were as much as any good Man could with 
a fafe Confcience hold and go thro’ with; and then to add 
to this Weight, Dignities upon Dignities, Reétories and 
even Benefices, as they arecalled, yet to come, isa Hardfhip 
that can fearce be paralleled. They are not fatisfy’d with 





overloading him at the prefent, but they provide new Bur- 
ders for him which are yet not in Being, refolved, ‘as it 
were, to keep him to hard Labour. . 

He came afar North w give us lise im ehe Quutd a DPCCI- 
men of his Abilities, in expounding the Gofpel ; which he 
follows with fo much Difntereftednefs, and he had hardly 
preached above once among us, than the good Man was 
picked up and fent into Wales; whether from a kind of 
Affinity between the Heights of that Couw-y and his own, 
or from what other Motive equally wife, is not as yet come 
to Light: Tho” fome there are who fay, thet, as that 
Bifhopric was founded by Kextigern, a pious Scot, it was 
thought reafonable to revive the Scotia Claim to it; but 
then, if we go by Precedent in Things of this kind, this 
good new Paftor of ours will have very little Room to com- 
plain of being overburdened ; for Kentigern had no fooner 
eftablifhed his Bifhopric, than, making a. Confcience of 
holding a Dignity he was unequal to by xeafon of his Un- 
acquaintance with the Language of the Country, he refigned 
it into the Hands and Care of St. A/aph, a Briton, and re-. 
tired into his own Country, It were to be wifhed, that 
every good Man that feeks after the Burden of a Paforal 
Sta’ in that Country, felt the fame pious Impulfe of Self- 


Refufal ; more efpecially, thofe who accept of Rectories, 
Livings, and Benefices yet to come, who are more imme- 
diately concerned in teaching and inftructing the People, 
among whom there is hardly one in twenty that underftands 
the Language of the Teacher: But perhaps Salvation in 
that Country is only for the Gentry, and that the vulgar 
Herd may find it as they can, or perifh in their !gnorance. 

I am in Pain how this good Reétor, Vicar, Curate, Arch- 
deacon and B**p, will be able to go through with the hard 
Duty his unthinking Superiors have impofed upon him. 
Can he officiate in the Britif Language at Land) ineo ?— 
Not very foon I doubt ; for he has a great Tafk to get over, 
firft in making himfelf Mafter of Davies's Welch Diftionary, 
and when he has done that, ’tis ten to one whether now, in 
the Advance of Years, he will be able to familiarize his 
Tongue to that rugged Dialeét, fo as to pronounce it to be 
underftood, unlefs the Doétor has been ufed to the guttural 
Highland Language of his own Country, in which Cafe I 
dare affert his acquiring the Welch Dialeét practicable. But 
what has been may be again: The late learned Dr. Wotton, 
without a Native or previous Ufe of Gutturals, made him- 
felf Mafter, to the Surprize of all the Learned, during his 
Retirement in Wales, of all the Difficulties and Beauties of 
the old Briti Lauguage; infomuch, that he frequently 
obliged the Natives with a Sermon in it, which fo en- 
deared him to all Ranks and Conditions among them, that 
he enjoyed from them an eafy and uninterrupted Afylum 
againft all his Oppreffors. 

I have fo great a Coufideration for our learned Father, 
that, were I worthy to advife, I fhould refit the Oppreffion, 
and caft of one Load to be more able to fuftaia the other. 
Suppofe he refigned his two Northerz Retories, in order to 
ttick clofe to his Brit Dignities, ReGtories; Livings, and 
Benefices, as well thofe that be as thofe two that are to come ; 
and fince thefe laft are not fpecify’d, but left to his own ab- 
folute Appointment, I fhould think, if he makes Choice 
of them in that Part of his Diocefe which runs into Shrop- 
frire, it willbe much for his Convenience and more fuitable 
to his upright Confcience, as he will be the better able to 
difcharge his Duty. But the Dofor’s Mind can dictate 
beft for him in this Cafe, and there is no Doubt of his be- 
ing wholly guided by the pious Impulfes of it. 
aams have been long thought coma, , 1 
Chriftian Church in all Countries, in order to reward the 
Piety and Merit of the painful Labourer in the Vineyard 
of Salvation: But Commendams merely to overburthen a 
good Man, extending to what is not in Being, but of what 
is tocome, and that may or may not fall, is peculiar to the 
State of our own awell-reformed Religion in this Ifland. 

There have been great Revolutions in Chriftianity, until 
it became the national Religion of Countries. I fpeak of 
the Times before the Reformation ; and I think that there 
can hardly occur to any confiderate Man a ftronger Proof 
of it’s divine Original, than it’s having furvived the deadly 
Wounds it received from it’s public Enemies from without, 
and it’s more deadly Friends and Profeffors within, even in 
it’s Infancy. The pious Frauds, which fome primitive 
Chriftians invented and propagated about in their miftaken 
Zeal, were fo very notorious and glaring, that ] make no 
Doubt of their having chiefly occasioned them fo inany 
fevere Perfecutions. They broached ‘out falfe Hiftories,

falfe Prophecies, counterfeit Epiftles, (among which was 





one from a Prince of EdefJa to our Saviour, and his 
Anfwer thereto, and another from the Bée/ed Virgin to St. 
Ignatius ) counterfeit Gofpels down from Eve wo Fudas, falle 
A&:, falle Relations, tham Apocahp/es, falfe Converfations 
with the Apof/es, and a hundred other pious Fooleries, chat 
had the Inventors of them, and their Confederates, alone 
felt the Iron-Rod of Paganifm, it had been a good Deed ; 
but they drew in the well-meaning, and too eafy believing, 
Multitude to fhare with them in the Cruelties of Perfecu- 
cutions. 

Notwithftanding the many indifputable Predictions to be 
found in the Scripture of our Saviour, yet were they not 
fafficient with fome inflamed Zealots; who mutt needs have 
Recourfe to the imaginary Oracles of the Heathens them- 
felves, and fo would prove God by the Devil. Thofe 
Fountains of Impofture which pa{s'd fo long under the 
Name of the Siby//ine Writings, made no {mall Noife in the 
early Ages of Chriflianity, as to the foretelling of our Sa- 
viour ; which being fo much hung upon by fome indif- 
creet good Men, that it brought the whole Chriftian Sect 
under the Nick-name of Siby//if?'s. This Prediion became 
fo generally believed among the primitive Chriftians, that 
there was not one of them that was not perfwaded and tho- 
roughly convinced in his Mind, that the Pagans concealed 
thofe Writings from public View, merely in Hatred to 
Chrittianity, They were often challenged to produce them 
by the Chriftians, and reproached with fupprefling thefe 
their own obvious Teftimonics of Chri. This was hard 
upon the Pagans, as the Sidyl/ine Books were quite out of 
their Power; for no other Perfon whatfoever had Accefs 
to them, from the firft depofiting of them in an Iron Chef 
under Ground in the Capiro/, but the Commiffioners who 
were appointed to keep them: The Duumyviri firlt, after 
them the Decemviri, and then the Quindecimviri, who 
were alone to infpect and expound them ; and that too but 
occafionally, by Order of the Senate. So that the reit of 
the Pagans, and confequently the Chriftians, could have 
had -but very imperfe& Notions of thefe Writings, and 
thofe arifing only from what had been reported in Senate. 

Befides the Cbriftians founded their Clamour upon.a 
very precarious Foundation, for whatever could be called 
Sibylline Books, in their Time, were furreptitious ; as the 
firpraon oF Whe Cag, been, opine detroy'd inthe ores Cap. 
they are faid to have been replaced by a Colleétion made 
among the Grecian Provinces, by the Care of the Senate ; 
which is pretty merry however, as we read that the three 
Books, fold at an exceflive Price by Amalthea Sibjlla to 
Tarquinius Prifews were Originals, and were never copied : 
But indifcreet Zeal has no Confideration ; and yet it may 
be faid there were other Siby/s befides the original Cumaan, 
’Tis true, there were feveral infamous Forgeries that pafs'd 
under thofe Names among the Chriftians, which are beft 
pafs’d over in Silence. *Tis the irretrievable Lofs of the 
original Sibylline Poems, that gave Rife and Encouragement 
tofuch iniquitous Counterfeits ; as *twas thought they could 

not be efialy detefted, and were at leaft as good Originals 
as the Romans had themfelves : But the Chriftian Fabrica- 
tors were fuch very bad Chronologers, that it required no 
great Skill to difcover the cloven Foot of Falfity ; tho’ bad 
as they were, fome of the Fathers ran fo far incautioufly in 
with the Humour of the Times, as to receive them under 











Rethrr€ticns, pleated probibly with the Norion of an 
Heathen Prophecy cor cerotrg our Saviour; Nay, there 
vte (©o many a our oun Deys who have imbidcd the 
bron part, avd will tain have at that Jirgil’s Fourth 
kclogue isa kind of Tranflstion of the Cumaan Sibyl’s 
Prophefy ; and fo call thar a Divine Poem, whch was 
no more than a mere Panegyric on the Poet's Benetsétor 
Pollio, on the Birth of bis Son, Gc. ‘To expote the 
Folly of this proundlcf Notion I have neuher Room 
nor Leifure: But there 1s nor a fingle Circumttance 
throughout the whole Porm, that isnot truly Pagan, and 
applicable to 4upu/ius Po Ito and his new-born Babe. 

Burittsto be ovierved, that the pious Frauds 1 have 
mentioned, had not their foundation in Avarice and 
wordly Gain ; but 1n fool:th and ungoverned Z,cal. Profit 
and Lucre had got no Footing in the Church in thote 
Days He urdertook a dolorous ‘Task indeed, who ac- 
cepted of a Paforal Staff then! for, to fpeak in the Lan 
page of later Limes, ‘twas Labour all avithout Gain. 
Now, that we have got our of the Drofs of Sibyllifm, 
and other primitive Errors, and chat our Church ty re- 
fined into a polite Pitch of Holinefs, another kind of De- 
corum iy of Courfe become neceflury 5 and though our 
Saviour rode only upon an Afs, and that the Apottles 
travelled upon Sandils thro’ the World, without Fee 
or wordly Reward, I muft fubmit to the Confideration 
of all good Chriftan People, whether the Crook may 
not be indulged wih a decent Equipage of a Coach and 
Six, with theee or four Lacqueys powdered out behind 
it, to raife an Awe and Kelpeét in the Dioceles of the 
good Man, whe has the Infpe@ion of the Cure of 
Souls ; and to remind them of the happy Progref, of

Extraét of a Letter from Ipfwich, May 20. 

** Latt Monday William York, a Boy about 10 
Years and five Months old, was committed to the Couniy 
jail in this Town, by John Cornclius, Efg; tor the 
Murder of Sufan Mayhew, a Child about five Years 
of Age, who was his Bedtellow in the Town-Houte 
belonging to the Parifh of Eyke. He confefled on his 
Examination, tha: a Trifling Quarrel happening between 
them in the faid Houte, on Friday the 13h Initant, 
about Ten o’Clock w the Morning, he ftruck ber wih 
his opea Hand and made her cry: That the going out 
ot the Houte tothe Muck-Hill oppofite to the Door, he 
followed her with a Hook in his Hand, with an Intent 
to kill her; but before he came upto her, he far down 
the Hook, and went back into the Houle tor a Kuife : 
That he then went our again, took hold of the Girl's 
Lclt Hand, and cur her Wrift, all round and to the 
Bone, with his Knife; then threw her down, and cut 
her, to the Bone, juft above the Elbow of the fame Arm: 
That atier this be fet his Foot upon her Stomach, and 
cut her Right Arm, round about and tothe Bone, both 
on the Wrift and above the Elbow: That he then 
thought fhe wou'd nordie, and therefore took the Hook, 
and cuc her Left Ham to the Bone; and obferving fhe 
was not dead yet, flruck her about three Times on the 
Head wich the Hook broad ways, and then found fhe 
was dead, . 

‘* ‘This is the Subftance of his own Account of the 
Affair; and the only Reafons that he gave, on his Exa- 
mination, forall this aftonifhing Barbarity, were, that 
the Child had fouled the Bed (in which they lay ioge- 
ther) that fhe was fulky, and that he did not like her. 

‘“* When he had thus completed the Murder, his next 
Care was to conceal it. He faid, that for this Purpofe, 
he filleda Pail with Water at a Ditch, and wafhed the 
Blood off the Child’s Body; that then he buried it in the 
Muck-Hill, together with the Blood that was ipilt 
upon the Ground, and made the Muck-Hill, as fmooth 
he could; and that afterwards he wafhed the Knife and 
Hook and carried them into the Houfe, wafhed the 
Blood off his own Cloaths, hid the Child’s Cloathsin an 
old Chamber, and then came down and got his Break- 
faft. 

«© We are informed, that when he was examined he 
thewed very little concern, and that he fill appears quite 
ealy and chearful.”

« Laft Night I had a Letter from Captain Abraham 
Boxell, ofthe Culloden, who writes me, thaton Wed- 
netday laft between One and Two in the Morning, 
being then cruizing off of Dungenefs, he was fuddenly 
boarded by a large Lugfail Veflel French-Built, with 
a great Number of Men.
